Topeka, Kas., September 21.—Passenger 
train No. 8 on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe road was wrecked by robbers 
three miles west of Osage City, at 3 
o'clock this morning. The train consist- 
ing of baggage, express and ninil cars, 
two day coaches, two chair cars and three 
sleepers, was thrown over an embank- 
ment three feet high and the first six 
cars telescoped. Four persons were kill- 
ed outright and twenty-five: seriously in- 
jured. Those killed are: Frank Baxter, 
express messenger, Kansas City; J. Mu- 
menthal, express guardsman, Mexico, Mo; 
James Chaddicks, fireman, Topéka; Ed 
Mayer, engineer, Topeka. | f 

The wreck occurred at a small bridge 
which crosses a ravine. There is a 
heavy down grade and the train was run- 
ning fully forty miles an hour. It was 
impossible for the engineer to see the 
misplaced rails in time to check the 
speed of the train and the coaches piled 
one over the other until the baggage and 
express cars were completely hidden from 
view. Three Pullman sleepers remained 
on the track, but the other ears were 
complétely demolished. The fish plates had 


been carefully removed and the bolts} 


taken out and the spikes drawn from 
ten ties and the rail bent to the inside. 
Robbery was unquestionably the object 
of the outrage. The train carried $1,000,- 
000 in currency en route from the Mexi- 
can Central railway to its headquarters 
in Boston. The scoundrels did not get 
the money.

ROASTED TO DEATH: 


Horrible Ratlroad Accident in Ohio—Fonur- 
teen Persons Killed. 

Cleveland. Ohio, Sentémber 21.—What will 
undoubtedly prove to be the most ‘disastrous 
accident that ever occurred in the history of 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago rail- 
way, which is operated by the Pennsylvania 
railroad, took place this morning at 3 o’clock 
in what is known as Brown’s cut, a mile and 
a half west of the village of Shreve, Wayne 
county, Ohio. bw 

Train No. 8, a fast east - bound passenger and 
express train, collided at that point with the 
first section of freight No. 75, west- bound. 
The passenger train was about one hour late 
and was running at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour. It is stated that the engineer and fire- 
man, on the freight, while standing on a 
side track at Shreve, fell asleep and were 
awakened by hearing 4 train rushing Ly. 
Thinking that it was No. 8, the engineer pulled 
out on the main track, and had just got un- 
der way when the trains met. The collision 
occurred on a sharp curve and in a cut where 
neither crew was able to zee the other train 
approaching. 

The engines came together with such awful 
force that the mail car and smoking car of the 
express were thrown on top of the passenger 
engine and a freight car filled with printing 
presses was thrown over thé freight engine. 
The passengers and trainmen, who es¢aped, 
say the accident had hardly taken place be- 
fore flames burst forth and they believe that 
but two or three persons were killed outright, 
the others having been pinned down. in the 
cars and slowly roasted to death. . Thirteen 
burned and blackened trunks have been taken 
from the wreck.

A roster of the famous campaign orators 
of the past, beginning with Clay and Web- 
ater, would Include some of the most 
1 names in our history. Clay, like 

laine, was magnetic, earnest and per- 
suasive. He won and held the affection 
of his audiences, while Webster; whose 
triumphs on the stump have never been 
surpassed, swayed and subdued his by the 
sheer force of his intellect and his mas- 
terful oratory. The stump speeches of 
Stephen A. Douglas were ar enta- 
tive and colorless and make rather dull

ut his personality was command- 

and whenever he spoke thousands 
flocked to hear him. Mr. Blaine has said 
of him that if he desired it he could have 


inflamed any mob to riot. Thomas Corwin, | 


of Ohio, was a most fascinating stump 
speaker and his fame rests in the main on 
his achievements on the stump. His gifts 
as a humorist and a mimic were what made 
Corwin popular at the outset, but later he 
often expressed the opinion that they pre- 
vented ple from taking him seriously, 
and had greatly handicepped his public ca- 
reer. Old politicians are fond of recall- 
ing the triumphs on the stump of John Van 
Buren, the son of n Van Buren. Van 
Buren could be witty, pathetic and 
aigumentative at will, and as he 
possessed a handsome face and 
commanding figure, his successes on 
the stum came to him almost 
without effort. It is a wonder that so 
gifted and versatile a man, for whom the 
future at one time seemed to hold so 
much in store, should now be completely 
forgotten: Daniel S. Dickenson was a 
magnefic and aggressive speaker, and 
though his speeches are now seldom read 
they created a deep impression when first 
delivered. Roscoe . Conkling; after Blaine 
was the ablest stump speaker the repub- 
lican party has ‘boasted since the war. His 
speeches seemed to be -extemporaneous. 
but as 4 matter of fact oratory was with 
Conkling an arduous and laborious art. His 
speeches wefe written out, polished with 
infinite: care and then committed to mem- 
ory, but so remarkable was his memory 
that the 8 of even the longest 
speech seldom, if ever. varied from the 
manuscript he had previousig prepared. 
John C. Reid, then managing editor of The 
New York Times followed Conkling. with 
printed slips when he made tis eat 
speech occupying four hours at the academy 
of music during the Garfield campaign, 
and Mr, Reid has told me that the orator 
neither interpolated no omitted a word in 
the entire speech. Henry Winter Davis, 
fiery, impassioned and always terribly’ in 
earnest, resembled Conkling in many re 
spects, and was long the most popular ora- 
tor south of Mason and Dixon's line. From 
1865 until 1880 the services of General 
Garfield were ever in demand. He had 
carefully cultivated all the arts of the ora- 
tor, and of striking presence and powerful, 
vibrant voice, was ever eleoquent and im- 
pressive, 

Those who heard him recall Abraham 
Lincoln as haps the ideal of a stump 
speaker, and as certainly the most success- 
ful in our history. He could make abstract 
questions plain to the dullest man; he had 
humor in abundance, but he always made 
it his servant and not his master, and his 
delivery had the lucid simplicity of true 
eloquence. Lincoln's gifts as an orator 
served him well. They brought him into 
national prominence in 1858, and two years 
later made him the republican candidate 
for president.

Its Origin, Diffusion, Nature, Prevention and 
Treatment. 

Wulle India is the home of the cholera, it 
is endemic there in limited areas, whence the 
discase only occasionally emerges, taking an 
epidemic form which generally dies out after 
about three years. The epidemic outbreaks 
are influenced by seasons and atmospheric 
couditions, and are particuldrly prone to occur 
after or during a famine, such as 
follow a poor crop year.

Many years ago, while the cholera was raging 
m parts of Germany and extending daily its 
baneful influence, an old doctor, taking an 
evening stroll outside the gates of his town, 
saw coming towards him a horrible object.

The doctor, terrified, pleaded and begged 
for the monster to change its route, but to no 
purpose. Its road led through the town and 
into the town it must go.

Next morning the physician was called to a 
patient, whom he found to have the cholera.

others died of fear.“

a CAUSE-A SERIOUS COMPLICATION 


Legislature Meet Biennially or 
‘Annually—The State Fair—W eaver 
to Speak Tonight, Etc. 


Macon, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
Will the legislature. convene annually 
hereafter on the fourth Wednesday in Oc- 
tober? l 

The constitution of the state of Georgia 
of 1877 says that it shall convene biennial- 
ly on the first Wednesday in November. 

And the heading of the bill passed by 
the last legislature proposing to oe 
constitution proposes to change it from 
annual to biennial sessions of the legislat- 
ure. 

In the proclamation submitti the 
amendments to the constitution under the 
acts of the last general assembly the pro- 
position first is to prov Al ses. 
sions of the legislature ins of biennial 
sessions as heretofore. 

The constitution of 1877 provided that 
the first meeting of the general assembly 
after the ratification of the constitution 

be on the first Wednesday in Nov- 
ember, 1878, and biennially thereafter on 
~ 3 until the day should be chaug- 

y law. 

The act passed by the last legislature 
only proposed under its heading to alter and 
amend article 2, section 4, paragraph 3, 
of the constitution of 1877 by striking out 
the word biennially' after the word “and” 
and before the word thereafter, and sub- 
stituting therefor the word annually.“ 

But in the body of the act the amendment 
is made so as to read that the first meet- 
ing of the general assembly after the ratifi- 
cation of this constitution shall be on the 
fourth Wednesday in October, 1878, and 
aunually thereafter on the same day until 
the day shall be changed by law.“ 

It will be seen therefore, that there is a 
wide difference between what is contained 
in the heading of the act as its purposes as 
far as a change of the constitution goes and 
what it does change further down in the 
act. For not only does it change the ses- 
sions from bie 1 to annual, but it also 
changes the day of meeting from the day 
of the year prescribed by the constitution 
of 1877. 

Consequently upon this point which, if 
well taken may prevent the amendment 
there arises a complication. 

And the pro amendment does. away 
with the power of the legislature to ex- 
tend its biennial sessions for more than 
forty days by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers, and limits the terms of the legisla- 
ture to fifty days, this amendment being 
of course, dependent upon the change of 
the sessions from annual to biennial. 

Supposing, however, that the first amend- 
ment was not ratified on account of flaws 
or other objection and the second amend- 
ment is ratified, then the legislature can 
yarn meet biennially and for fifty days 
without power to extend. 5 

Again, if the second amendment is not 

assed and the first, giving annual sessions, 

s all right then the next Georgia legislature 
and its successors can sit annually for 
forty days and as much longer as two- 
thirds may, desire. 

I think it was Toombs who said in one of 
‘his speeches on the subject that the Geor- 
gia legislature should sit for six months,

Rome, Ga., September 21.—(Special-)— 
A great cfowd congregated at the Central 
hotel where Sheriff Jake C. Moore sold at 
neg auction the effects of Lord Beres- 
ord. 

A number of great trunks were brought 
out and opened. They contained large 
quantities of wedding apparel belonging to 
Beresford and his rich wife. The stories 
told of Mrs. Lascelle’s fabulous wealth re- 
ceived fresh emphasis when the magnificent 
dresses of that lady were displayed. 

There were numerous silk and fur cloaks, 
some of which were bought in Paris and 
for which $150 each was paid. There 
was one pale silk jacket which was orna- 
mented with $200 worth of old French lace. 
There were silks and satins of all shades 
and patterns and all of the finest grades. 
The Beresfords wore nothing common or 
nothing cheap. 

Great merriment. was aroused in the 
crowd when the buchskin hunting suit of 
Beresford was offered for sale. It con- 
sisted of a brown leather English cap, a 
pair of brown buckskin leggins, brown 
shoe covers and a shining buckskin jacket.

Farm Economies. 

Our readers will bear witness that we 
have never pretended to be able to tell 
farmers how to get rich at a small ex- 
pense of time or labor. An accurate 
knowledge of farming is a weakness which 
many editors display, and they find it 
an easy matter to dispose of some of the 
most troublesome farm problems on paper. 
paper. : 

The best we can do in that direction 
is to invite the attention of our agricultur- 
al friends to certain facts which are 
bound to compel recognition in any event, 
and to modestly suggest such remedies 
as seem to fit the demands of common 
sense. Thus we had something to say 
yesterday in regard to the price of cotton, 
warning our farmers that, in all proba- 
bility, they would have to make arrange- 


ments to face the new conditions which 


lov prices are the result of. 

On this line, and pursuing the subject 
we desire to call attention to some 
statements made in a recent issue 
of The Rural New Yorker by Mr. 
W. L. Glessner, whose efforts in 
behalf of the industrial development 
of Georgia have made his name well 
known throughout the south. 

Mr. Glessner touches on the very mat- 
ters which The Constitution had in mind 
when it suggested tiat our farmers 
would have to enlarge the resources of 
their farms so as th meet the exigencies 
which grow out of the low price of cotton 
and the conditions which are calculated 
to keep it low. Mr. Glessner says that, 
although Georgia led all the states in the 
production of cotton, when the price of 
the staple began to decrease, she took up 
the watermelon and made it a great 
commercial commodity. We shall not 
dwell on the part The Constitution took 
in bringing about that result, but the 
new industry had its origin in suggestions 
made in these columns. After the water 
melon, came the peach, in the produc- 
tion of which Georgia leads all compet- 


| itors, and now Mr. Glessner says that the 


world may prepare to add Georgia to the 
list of tobacco-producing states and that 
in a few years the state will head the 
list. 

Mr. Glessner’s article is exceedingly 
interesting. He says that a few years ago 
the culture of cigar leaf tobacco was con- 
fined to Gadsden county, and to a strip of 
country extending into the southwestern 
counties of Georgia. Last spring a num- 
ber of farmers along the line of the 
Georgia, Southern and Florida railroad 
concluded to make the experiment of to- 
bacco cultivation. About two hundred 
acres were planted at points along the 
line of the road, in patches ranging from 
one to fifty acres. The experiment was 
more than successful, although the farm- 
ers were inexperienced. Mr. Glessner 
adds: 

The cigar leaf was from Cuban seed, mak- 
ing not only fine wrappers but good fillers. 
The yield was from 700 to 1,000 pounds per 
acre, which, at the average price of last year 
—31 cents per pound—would amount to from 
$217 to $310 per acre. The cost of produc- 
tion is estimated at $50 per acre, which would 
leave a net profit of from $167 to $260 per 
acre. The plug tobacco gave about the same 
yield, although at Tifton there were raised 
on ten acres 12,000 pounds. Taking the yield 
at an average of 700 pounds per acre, and the 
price at 20 cents per pound—which is low for 
the quality—we have a gross income of $140 
per acre, The cost of production is estimated 
at $35 pef acre, which would leave a net 
profit of $105 per acre. This-is a better show- 
ing than many of the old tobacco-producing 
states make, as their average yield is from 
400 to 500 pounds per acre. When our plant- 
ers have more experience I am satisfied that 
our section will make a still better showing. 
Some of this tobacco was grown upon land 
which was in the forest last February, and all 
of it upon land which can be bought for from 
$5 to $10 per acre. 

These figures show what may be done 


by those who enter hopefully and cheer- 


fully on the work of adding to the re 
sources of the farm. The field is, a 
very wide one, especially in the Georgia 
climate and in Georgia soil. It is in such 
as this that our far 
mers will find their surest re- 
lief from the depressing effects of the 
lew price of cotton. Such experiments 
and such successes belong to the econo- 
mies of the farm. They ought to proceed 
no matteh what the price of cotton 
might be. It is true that all the farmers 
of Georgia cannot grow watermelons, 
and peaches, and tobacco, but they can 
branch out in other directions. We 
have Bermuda grass always with us, 
and wherever Bermuda is ther is the 
foundation for a flourishing stock farm, 
or a paying dairy.

A Crime Twenty Years Old May Be Fer-

Twenty years ago, M. K. Palmer was 

bushed and killed in Towns county.

Towns county to Cleveland in White. 

His assailant escaped, and from that day 
to this has never been arrested. At the 
time there was great indignation in the 
community, but in the lapse of years the 
crime was almost forgotten.

WAS HER HOUSE A FENGED 


The Detectives Went There‘to Search for 
Stolen Goods, and She Objected 
and Was Arrested.

So, 
when Tom Delks said he had let Annie Sear- 
cy have some of the goods the detec 
tives beheved him. Early yesterday morn- 
ing Detectives Crim, Cason and Looney 
went to Annie Searcy’s house on Thompson 
street. It was her old place, which had 
been kept while she was in jail by Mollie 
Reeves. Annie Searcy gave the officers a 
very cold reception. To the detectives’ re- 
quest for permission to search the house 
she gave at first a reluctant consent. The 


_detectives searched through one room and 


then Dutch Annie withdrew her permission 
and said they should not search farther 
unless they showed the proper papers. The 
detectives insisted and Dutch Annie be- 
came indignant and in high dudgeon stated 
that the officers had no proper authority to 
search her premises and she would not al- 
low it. in 10 5 
The detectives decided to pu e geen 
nts of the house. Dutch Annie, Flora 
rown and Mollie Reeves were put under 
arrest. In a room of the house Henry 
Bohnefield was found and he, too, was 
piaced under arrest. 
The four prisoners were carried to the 
lice station, where each was charged with 
‘occupying a portion of a disorderly house.” 
They succeeded in giving bonds of $50 each 
to appear in police court. 
They will be arraigned for trial before 
Recorder Callhoin tomorrow afternoon. 
Dutch Anaie is the woman who was kept 
in jail for several months on the charge of 
burning her own house.

She gave bond and went back to her ald 
haunts. Her arrest yesterday was not a 
surprise, although the officers did not in- 
tend to pull her when they went to her 
house to search for stolen goods.

The heavy train, running at full speed, 
rushed into a washout caused by the recent 
heavy rains and the engine and seven cars 
were piled up in the opening. 

The remaining cars of the train held to the 
track. The seven cars that were thrown 
into the washout were either badly wrecked 
or completely telescoped. The engine, which 
went first, was least injured of all. As if 
by a miraele the lives of the engineer and 
fireman were preserved, even wi the sev- 
en cars piled up almost on them. 

A report reached the city early yesterday 
morning that two trains had coilided at 
Reno and that three lives had been lost. and 
a number of persons more or less injured. 
The same report fixed as the cause of the 
frightful accident a mistake made by Mr. 
©. M. Carroll, one of the head train dispatch- 
ers at this end of the line. It was said that 
an error made by him in the transmission of 
a train order caused the trains to come to- 
gether, and overcome by the nervous shock 
caused by his act, Mr. Carroll had succumbed 
and was carried to the Grady hospital. An 
investigation proved this report to be without 
foundation. 

Superintendent Wilder was out of the city, 
and his chief clerk stated that Mr. Carroll's 
iliness was not due to the railroad wreck,but 
was traceable to other causes. He then gave 
an account of the wreck as detailed above
